The Shire President, Cr. R. J. 
Cooper, J.P., extended a welcome 
to Miss Lomax, organiser for the 
Naticnal Fitness Council, who at. 
tended Tuesday's Council Meet. 
ing to outline the plans for the 
establishment of a Centre in 
Altona. 

Addressing the Council, Miss 
Lomax said she had visited Al- 
tona for the first time last week 
and was most impressed with 


SS what: she saw. She congratulated 
“3 the Council for supporting the 


efforts made to coffditt a Na. 
tional Fitness Centre. 

She said the NFC was a semi. 
Government body assisted by 
Cemmonwealth and State Gov- 
ernment funds. 

It was started after the lasi 
war to help organise recreation 
for children during the last three 
weeks of January each year. 

Pull time organisations were in. 
vited to assist during this period. 
She estimated that a staff of 
four or five would be required and 
would be found by the NFC. 

Altona Council would provide 
equipment and be responsible for 
storing ib until next year. While 
the NFC ran it’s own publicity 
campaign, each municipality was 
expected to assist in this field. 

The age group catered for was 
from five years to il5 or 16, but 
it was found that most children 
who attended these centres were 
between the ages of 9 and 13. A 
wide range of activities was 
covered including hobbies, swim- 
ing, various sports and field days. 
There had been many requests 
for swimming instruction from 
some areas and the NFC had 
provided this in conjunction with 
the Herald Learn to Swim Cam. 
paign. . 


Cr. Bond asked if the Govern. 
ment helped in setting up such 
Centres and Miss Lomax said the 
NFC paid the full. cost of the 
first year. In the second year 
it paid two-thirds and Altona 
would pay one-third. In the third 
year the NFC would pay one. 
third and Altona two-thirds. The 
fourth year and onwards Altona 
would pay the full cost. Altona 
would be responsible for provid. 
ing equipment and _ suitable 
premises. Miss Lomax estimated 
the cost for a full year at be. 
tween £250.£20. 

In answer to Cr. Ginifer, Miss 
Lomax said she thought either 
of the Youth Centres would be 
suitable for about 150 children. 

Other smaner halls in the 
Shire could possibly be used for 
a library, craftwork etc. 

Cr. Hearn asked the type of 
equipment which would most 
likely be required. Miss Lomax 
replied, that experience had 
shown that Softball, cricket, foot. 
ball basketball and various craft 
equipment were the most used. 
She said it was quite possibic 
that much of the equipment 
could be donated from various 
sources.

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SYNTHETIC RUBBER Altona’ s New Industry 


YNTHETIC ‘rubber made from 

petroleum has, in the last ten 
years, played an increasingly 
important part in meeting the 
world’s growing requirements of 
rubber. 


In 1950, the non-communist 
world consumed 2,285,000 tons of 
fubber, of which “only 580,000 
tons, or little more than one 
quarter, were produced syntheti- 
cally. By 1961, however, the 
consumption of synthetic rubber 
had inereased - three-fold to 
1,825,000 tons, which was more 
than half the total consumption 
of 3,375,000 tons of rubber in 
the non-communist world. 


Although consumption of 
natural rubber fell from. 1,705,000 
tons “ih 1950 to 550,000 tons 
last year,’ consumption of the 
natural product is expected to 


‘remain reasonably, static over 


the next decade. * 

The consumpion of ynthetic 
rubber, however, is expected to 
inerease considerably. 7 


Ti is estimated that by 1970 
synthetic~. production will be 
supplying more than two-thirds 
of the world's requirements of 
rubber. The synthetic product 
already has a greater share than 
two.thirds of the market in the 
United States, Last year the US 
used 1.5 million tons of rubber 
and: 72 per cent. was supplied 
by synthetic production. 4 

In Australia about 40 per cent. 
of the rubber consumed is syn- 
thetic and, until last year, when 
Australia’s first synthetic rubber 
plant began production, every 
pound of raw rubber had to be 
imported. 


In 1960, the last year that this 
eountry had to rely entirely on 
imports, 62,500 tons of rubber, 
including 25,500 tons of the syn- 
thetic product, were obtained 
from overseas. - 


Feed Stocks From Refineries 

Australia’s entry into the field 
of syntheti¢ rubber production 
was made possible, as were 
other ventures into the manu- 
facture of petrochemicals, by the 
establishment of and Australian 
oil refining industry. Refineries 
provide’ the feed stocks from 
which petrochemicals are made. 


Australian synthetic Rubber 
Co., which operates Australia’s 
first synthetic rubber plant, be- 
gan producion in October last 
year. The plant, which cost £5 
million, is part of the £28 million 
petrochemical complex at Altona. 


Australian Synthetic Rubber 
was originally owned by Vacuum 
Goodyear Tye, and Rubber Co. 
Oil Co. (1 per cent.) and the 
(Australia) Ltd. (30 per cent.). 
When the ,recent re-organisation 
of Standard - Vacuum group of 
companies was completed their 
interest was evenly divided be-

The ASR plant manufactures 
synthetic rubber of the styrene- 
butadiene type commonly known 
as SBR. The plant has a capa- 
city of 30,000 tons 2 year, or 
37,000 tons with the addition of 
extending oils to rubbers designed 
primarily for automotive tyres. 

SBR is made by chemically re- 
acting liquid - styrene with the 
gas butadiene. Butadiene is re- 


jacent Altona Petrochemical Co. 
where it is manufactured by de- 
composing an oil feedstock ob- 
iained from the Altona Refinery. 
Styrene comes by pipeline from 
the plant of CS.R.C.-Dow Pty. 
Ltd? where it is made from ben- 
zol and ethylene which is also 
obtained from APC. 


The process of manufacturing 
synthetic rubber begins with the 
introduction of the raw materials 
styrene -and putadiene, and ends 
with the packaging of 80 Ib. bales 
of SBR. The key io the whole 
process is the polymerisation of 
the monomers styrene and buta- 


colymier. Depending on the 
amount of blending required the 
complete process may take from 
12 hours to three days. - 

The monomers styrene and 
butadiene are pumped from the 
storage tanks in controlled por- 
tions into a chain of reactors to 
be mixed ‘under the control of 
chemical additives. A soap solu- 
‘tion keeps the various compon- 
ents thoroughly mixed while they

tex” is formed. A refrigeration 
plant cools the reaction process 
to ensure that the mixture does 
not get hot and spoil the rubber. 

The latex recovered from the 
reactors still contains some un- 
reacted, styrene and butadiene. 
The exci quantities of buta. 
diene are stripped” from the 
latex in a ‘vacuum flash” drum 
and returned to the storage 
tanks. The unused styrene is 
evaporated in a 70 ft. steam 
“stripping tower” which domin. 
ates the plant’s sky-line. 

The stripped latex, is then 
blended in storage tanks. Special 
oils are introduced at this stage 
for some, types of SBR, and an 
anti-oxidant chemical is also 
added to prevent the rubber from 
deteriorating when stored. After 
passing through the reactor and 
recovery sections the latex is in 
the form of an emulsion with 
waier, soap, and other matrials. 
This emulsion is curdled or coag- 
ulated by the addition:of brine 
and sulphuric acid and is then 
poured into a tank where is is 
violently agitated to form crumbs 
which are {1 in. to % in. Size 
floating in a milky liquid 

BALED FOR SHIPMENT 

There are two separate lines 
of coagulation equipment so that 
two blends may be handled at 
@ same time. The rubber 
crumbs are filtered from the 
liquid, washed and re-filtered. 
An endless metal belt then takes 
the wet erumbs through two 





to remove all the. moisture. The 
dried out crumbs are then pressed 
into 80 lb. bales by a pnuematic 
press, dusted with tale to prevent 
the bales from stidking together, 
or wrapped in polythene , film, 
and packed in cardboard con. 
taimers. The packaged bales are 
stored in the finished product 
warehouse: until they, are ready 
for shipment to the manufac. 
turers of rubber products. 


The finished product compares 
favorably with natural rubber in 
most respects. However, SBR is 
cheaper than comparable grades 
of natural rubber and is not sub. 
Ject to seasonal fluctuations, thus 


ensuring that the price of SBR: 


is stable the whole year round. 
It may also be “tailor” made to 
the rubber goods manufacturer's 
requirements. 

Today, tyre manufacturers 
combine SBR with natural rubber 


\jto benefit from “the ' merits of 


both. = 


Some other types of synthetic 
rubber are superior to the natural 
product in physical , properties, 
Neoprene and nitrile ‘rubbers, for 
example, are unrivalled for their 
resistance 10 oils, chemicals, 
heat, oxidation, ageing and 
weathering. These types of syn. 
thetic rubber, known as special 
purpose rubbers, are not yet made 
in Australia. 

Synthetic rubber is not alto. 
gether a product of present day 
technology. The quest for syn. 
thetic rubber virtually dates back 
to - 1826 when Michael Faraday 
made’a chemical analysis of tree

cal formula C5H8. Many at. 
tempts to produce synthetic rub. 
ber were made before the first 
world war, but scientists met with 
little success. The product ob. 
tained in experiments was either 
unsatisfactory hecause of physical 
shortcomings compared with 
natural rubber, or it was obtained 
at a cost prohibitive to cemmer- 
cial production. 


Research in Germany was in- 
iensified during the first world 
war when that country was 
practically cut-off from supplies 
of natural rubber. A method of 
making synthetic rubber from 
dimethyl alcohol was discavered 
and Germany, produced 2,350 tons 
of “methyl” rubber. ‘But, when 
the war ended,, the German syn- 
thetic product could not compete 
with the vasily superior natural 
rubber and production ceased. 


Interest in synthetic rubber re. 
vived during the 1930's and re. 
search in polymer chemistry in 


the United States led to the com. , 


mercial production of oil resistant 
rubber of the neoprene type. In 
1940, world synthetic rubber pro- 
duction amounted to 42,000 tons. 
The second world war greatly 
accelerated the growth of the 
synthetic rubber industry. The 
United States Governinent spon- 
sored the large development of 
synthetic plants when the natural 
rubber producing areas of South. 
East Asia. were cut off by the 
Japanese. Between 1942 and 1945 
the United States manufactured 
1.4 million tons of GR-S (Govern. 
ment rubber, styrene type).
